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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acl<nowledged of applicant's amendment filed 04/22/2008. Claims 1 -5 
are pending and an action on the merits is as follows. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the references of the prior art of record fail to teach or 
suggest the combination of limitations as set forth in claim 1 , specifically for the 
limitation of an electron emitter substance, a mixture of BaO, SrO, CaO, and MgO, 
wherein: a) the molar proportion of BaO is less than a molar proportion corresponding to 
a weight proportion of 1 percent by weight, b) the molar proportion of SrO is less than a 
molar proportion corresponding to a weight proportion of 10 percent by weight, 
c) the sum of the molar proportions of CaO and MgO is greater than a molar 
proportion corresponding to a weight proportion of 90 percent by weight, while the CaO 
weight proportion in the CaO/MgO mixture lies between 10 and 90 percent by weight in 
combination with other features of the present claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 2-5 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because of 
their dependency status from claim 1 . 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
